Unlike Chicago, the fact that 
barbed wire placéd atop: the 
Colisuem fence, the fact that 
1,000 provincial police pa- 
trolled with riot equipment, 
the fact that demonstrators 


. clashed with police, drew little 


press comment. 

It is a sad commentary on 
our time that a political conv- 
ention requires a police-state 
setting in order to conduct 
business without interruptions. 

The scene in Quebec, if it 
had taken place in the United 
States, would have ~ brought 
forth untold columns pointing 
®ut -how’ the “sick” society 
south of the border has led to 
the necessity of a police state 
atmosphere. . 

Take for cxample this com- 
ment by Douglas Fisher on the 
“hicago riots: 

“It always seemed to be a 
very young person who got 
caught. In one film sequence, 


,on five occasions the police 


began cracking the skull of the 
youngster after the arrest had 
been made. 

“Was it America or was it a 
lotalitarian country? One cculd 
not tell until Senator Abraham 
Ribincoff of Connecticut, and a 
foriner Kennedy Cabinet mem- 
ber, jolted viewers to some 
perspective: by pointing an ac-

tion like a police attack on one 
of their members. Cracking 
skulls of demonstrators is one 
thing — clubbing a working 
newsman is another. 

But the similarity between 
the Quebec police pre-cautions 
and those in Chicago are re- 
markable. Obviously, the Que- 


bec police benefitted from the 


Chicago experience. They had 
a job to do — namely keep the 
mob out of the Coliseum — 
and they did it remarkably 
well, 

A similar first-rate police ex- 
ercise at McGill University a 
few months earlier resulted in 
few serious problems. Certain- 
ly the ingredients were there 
for a scene much uglier than 
Chicago, Unlike the U.S. po- 
lice, the Canadian forces acted 
quickly and in small groups, 
thus avoiding large scale at- 
tacks. 

When the protest demonstra- 
tion was over, police finally re- 
vealed the master plan that 
prevented serious trouble. They 
had the streets carefully block- 
ed off, reserves hidden inside 
and more only a phone call 
away. The same precautions 
were taken in Quebec City but 
for various reasons, it is doubt- 
ful if the real story ever will 
be told since it involved pos- 
sible use of federal forces. 

The demonstrators in Que- 
bee City were primarily union- 
ists, out to show that the 
Union Nationale party has con- 
ducted an anti-labor campaign, 
with its own civil service. Na- 
turally, the opportunity was 
too great for the unilinguists 
and separatists to pass up. 

Unlike Chicago, both serious 
leadership candidates declined 
to criticize the police precau- 
tions. 

Appavently, it is now a fact 
of life that 2 few malcontents, 
be they separatists, anti-war 
protestors or labor leaders, can 
force the political leaders of 
this country to take steps to 
turn & convention into a 
police-state exercise. 

And threats from separatists 
can force a city to withdfaw an 
invitation. to the country’s 
Prime Minister. 

They call this democracy!

One of Canada’s inherited 
traditions became only a leg- 
end recently. 

t. The “Bullet” has been re- 
dg, never again to wind its. 
leisurely way across New- 
foundiand. To many non-islan- 
ders, one of the last of the 
narrow-gauge railways in 
North America was the origi- 
“mal Newfie joke — the 25- 
mile-an-hour clip for a stagger- 
ing 22 hours of motion sick- 
ness could only happen in sto- 
ries. 

“But to the residents, the 

~/“ “Bullet” was a way of life — 
the only connection with the 
capital of St. John’s for such 
_ delightful sounding places as 
Black Duck Brook, Cow Head 
Horse Chops and Paron’s 
Pond. 

Progress, as it must to all 
places, came to Newfoundland 
this year in the form of air- 
conditioned buses, complete 
with “inside facilities.” They 
even added stewards to offi- 
cially serve refreshments, but 
unofficially to control the con- 
sumption of aicohol by the pas- 
sengers, accustomed to the. 
travel] habits aboard the “Bul- 
let.” ’ 


“When you ride the Bullet, 
it is an experience that stays 
with you,” confided a native 
who, under pressure, admitted 
pt he has never taken it the 
ull route. “You won't go more 
than five minutes before you 
find: someone to trade stories 
with, or share a bottle. No one 
is ever lonely on the Bullet.” 
‘Despite the stories that were 
given international  promi- 
nance at the time of Confeder- 
ation, the train never did stop 
to let passengers pick blucber- 
ries. Of course, going up hill, 
the pace was so siow that®a 
passenger could jump off the 
front coach, fill a pail with 
+ erries, and not rush to climb 
back aboard the last coach. 
During the hunting season, 
the Bullet would pull out of St. 
John’s on one of its thrice 
weekly jaunts, loaded with 
“sportsmen” on the look for 
moose and caribou, Each party 
had its own favorite spot and 
he train's policy, started by 
e Newfoundland Railway 
Company in 1898 and contin- 
ved by the Canadian National 
Railway, was to stop on re- 
quest. Despite all the additional 
halts, the train still managed 
to reach its final destination,

Islanders are still somewhat 
sensitive about relationshins 
with the rest of Canada and 
Premier Joey Smallwood is 
said to have convinced rail of- 
ficials that the timing would 
he unwise. Hence, the Bullet 
was given an extra day’s life. 
Despite the slow service, is- 
landers have strong feelings 
about their train. When it was 
first announced the service 
would be discontinued, opposi- 
tion members in the House of 


Commons complained bitterly.- 


Walter Carter GPC, St. 
John’s West) announced last 
November that he and his five 
Conservative colleagues repre- 
senting Newfoundland, “have 
declared outright war on the 
Cansdian National because we 
~~ the people of our province 
— have been given a dirty 
dea’.”’ 

That ‘dirty deal” was buses 
instead ¢f train, buses that will 
make the trip in 13 hours 
instead of 22. But to New- 
foundianders, the Bullet was 
more than a means of trans- 
port; it was an institution.

Our street 
took on a festive look and it 
was a strange house indeed 
that lacked bunting. 


This year, our family again 


took our’ new . 
out of storage and erected the 
Maple Leaf, June 30. On Do- 
minion Day, we watched it 
flutter in the breeze, a solitary 
reminder on the street that 
*this country of ours is 102 
years old. 
Where 30 years ago, every 
house was decorated, today not 
one other flag could be found 
in a three. block stretch. Two 
blocks north, one house did 
manage to fly a Union Jack — 
notice that many in this coun- 
try still have not accepted the 
fact that Canada does have @ 
distinctive flag. 

Obviously, something is 
wrong in a.counrty where the 
Prime Minister is not invited 
to attend a ceremony- in his 
home province because of 
threats on his life; where poli- 
ticians talk of Canada Day, 
July 1 and other such names 
yet in Ottawa at least, not re- 
fer to the event by its proper 
name, Dominion Day. 

Several years ago, the House 
*® of Commons did pass legisla- 

tion changing the name from 

Dominion Day to Canada Day, 

but this was turned back in the 

Senate and has never been sug- 

gested again.

The total income of this fam- 
ily is less than many middle- 
class people pay in income tax. 
The lady is not well, Even if 
she could go to work, it would 
mean deductions from her wel- 
fare cheque. She’s struggling 
desperately, but cheerfully, to

give them an education. And 
she’s doing it, but walking the 
thin edge-of real poverty. _

Sure, they get a pension. Try 
living on it, you middle-class 
cry-babies. 

Happiest of these are the 
born bums, who've always 
lived in a shack, never paid 
taxes, insurance, and seldom 
rent. They’re in clover, propor- 
tionately. But they’re poor. 

Perhaps the saddest portion 
of this group ‘is the elderly 
couples who worked hard, nev- 
er asked anyone for anything 
and saved for their old age. 
They may have a small pension 
from the job, or even some 
savings bonds. 

And now, ready to spend a 
few golden years, their pen- 
sions and bonds are halved in 
value, their living costs tripled. 
They can’t pay the taxes and 
have to sell the home they've 
sweated for and move into a 
couple of rooms. The reward 
for 30-40 years of honest toil. 
It’s enough to make one join 
the hippies. : 

It’s a great country. But next 
time you start whining because 
you can’t quite afford a second 
car, think of the farmer whose 
wheat can’t be sold, the plumb- 
er who cleans your stinking 
drains, the Indian who fought 
in the war and can’t get a job, 


the doughty woman battling.

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NEW POLLUTION. 
CONTROLS ARE 
LAUDED BY POTTER 


“Wonderful” was the reaction of 
Dr. R. T. Potter, MPP Quinte, to the 
provincial government's crack-down 
on pollution, announced last Friday. 

“They're finally doing something”, 
he said, commenting on regulations 
introduced. by Ontario Minister of 
Energy and Resources, George Kerr. 

The new regulations, claimed to 
make Ontario the Canadian leader in 
pollution control, call for devices on 
new cars to control exhaust gases and 
measures to prevent discharge of con- 
ftaminants from steel mills, asphalt 
factories and refineries.

usually associated with an or- 
phanage. 

The Federal government 


proposes to dump the Indian 
problem on the provincial gov- 
ernments and the Indians 
themselves, all in the course of 
five years, then fold its tent 
arid steal off into the night. 


The . provincial governments 
‘want the Indian problem like 


they want the Black Plague. So 
do the Indians. 

For the latter, the Canadian 
government’s new policy is a 
smoke-screen to cover failure, 
For the young Indians, dissolu- 
tion of the reserves is like 
burning your boats behind you. 
For the middle-aged and elder- 
ly, it is terrifying. 

Indian leader Wilmer Nadiji- 
won of Cape Croker put it 
succintly, if over-simply, when 
he said new legislation 
would allow an Indian to sell 
his property for two bottles of 
wine. That doesn't solve a 
problem. It creates one. 

The Indians don’t want as- 


‘ similation. They want help to 


get on their feet and some 
redress for 200 years of being 


considered second-class Cana- 


dians. : 

Some reserves are worthless, 
mere slum areas. Some are ex- 
tremely valuable as potential 
resort areas. How does every- 
body get a fair share if these 
lands are handed back to the 
Indians themselves, for dispos- 
al as they sée fit?

1968 DROWNING 
STATISTICS SUMMARY 


There were 1,186 people drowned 
in Canada last year; according to the 
latest Red Cross report. Inchided in 
this figure are 22 deaths which oc- 
curred Northwest Territories. 
This is the time drownings in 
this area have been incorporated in 
Red Cross statistics. 

While the overall figure of 
shows a 5.49 per cent decrease on the 
previous year's total of 1,255 drown- 
ings, the Red Cross believes that a 
high percentage of these deaths oc- 
curred through accidents which could 
have beeravoided. Another cause for 
concern is that the percentage of 
drownings of persons (mostly young 
men) im the age group of 13 to 33 
years old, has increased over the pre- 
vious years. 

In an effort to reduce the annual 
drowning toll, the Red Cross Water 
Safety Service is aimed at helping 
Canadians learn how to avoid the ha- 
'zards of water and enjoy safe, healthy 
water activities.
